“This does not mean that 
these men are being paid twice 
or that the sheriff's office is ask- 
ing for money not due it,”’ Ring 
said. “‘My deputies are inter- 
changeable. Sometimes they 
work in the jail and in courts 
and sometimes they are on pa- 
trol duty.”’ 

Most of Funds From Fees. 

The sheriff said that his office 
receives most of its income from 
fees and calls on the county for 
reimbursement from the general 
fund only at times when money 
is needed to meet payrolls.

(A United Press International 
dispatch from Leopoldville said 
Katangan troops launched an all- 
out attack tonight against the 
United Nations in Elisabethville, 
placing its headquarters ‘‘under 
heavy fire,"’ according to reports 
received by U.N. officials 

(In New York, a U.N. spokes- 
man at first denied but later con- 
firmed that U.N. jets have gone 
into action inside the city.

Conquest Aims Denied. 

A joint communique issued in 
Leopoldville by The Congo cen- 
tral government and the United 
Nations renounced any désign of 
military conquest of Katanga or 
other ‘‘warlike aims.” 

The communique followed a 
conference yesterday attended 
by Premier Cyrille Adoula, Gen 
Joseph Mobutu and Dr. Sture 
Linner, head of the U.N. Congo 
operation, and his assistants 

The two sides agreed: ‘‘After 
restoration of law and order and 
elimination of dangerous influ- 
ences of foreign mercenaries the 
government will seek a political 


solution within the framework 
of the Congo's basic law (con- 
stitution).”’

MOSCOW, Dec. 9 (UPI)—Pre- 
mier Khrushchev said today the 
Soviet Union had nuclear bombs 
bigger than 100 megatons and 
that space ships which carried 
cosmonauts Yuri Gagarin and 
Gherman Titov into orbit could 
deliver them anywhere on earth. 

He said Soviet 50- and 100- 
megaton bombs hang over the 
West “like the sword of Da 
mociles’’ because the West does 
not have nuclear bombs of such 
size. This means the West cannot 
win a Berlin settlement by force, 
he said. 
made his most 
demand for Berlin ne 
gotiations in an emotional ad- 
dress to the Communist-backed 
World Federation of Trade Un- 
ions.

Denies Threatening. 

Khrushchev denied he was 
threatening anyone but he chided 
the West for building bomb shel 
ters when whole cities would be 
destroyed in a nuclear war 

“We are not relying on prayer 
to prevent war, but on our own 
streneth,”’ he said. ‘If they start 
a war, the first blow will be 
met with a crushing counterblow 
Our enemies might say that 
Khrushchev is threatening 

“IT say I am not threatening 
But I am warning you that if you 
want to test the Socialist coun- 
tries by war you will never see 
the end of Socialism as you will 
never see your own ears.” 


Issues Warning. 

He warned ‘‘gentlemen imper- 
ialists’’ against the idea they 
could negotiate from. strength 
“If you want to threaten us from 
a pesition of strength 
show you our strength.” 

Declaring that stood 
for ‘‘genuine negotiations’ on 
German questions, Khrushchev,

“Yn the meantime, our city’s 
stums are ringed by basically 
@ood neighborhoods where some 
@eterioration has occurred,” the 
report said. ‘‘The city’s neigh- 
borh¥od rehabilitation program 
must be direcfed to these areas 
which are not earmarked for 
federal programs.”’ 

The report reviewed the city’s 
progress in rehabilitation since 
inception of the program with 
passage of the mingnum hous- 
ing standards ordinance in 1948. 
Carrying out of the program be- 
gan seven years ago and since 


then four neighborhoods have 
been improved under the pro- 
gram and four others are in 
progress, the report said 
Improvements Cited. 
Recent improvements in the 
program, the report said, in- 


clude assignment of an architect 
in the city Building Division to 
uide neighborhood groups _ in- 
terested in rehabilitation; aug- 
mentation of the City Plan Com- 
mission staff to speed planning; 
more vigorous prosecution of 
housing ordinance violators; im- 
proved inspection procedures 
and stricter enforcement of the 
rooming house ordinance. 

Discussing the recommenda- | 
tion for a housing consultant, the | 
report said his function would | 
be to help organize neighbor- | 
hood groups and develop use of | 
communications media. | 

On ‘‘pilot’”” homes the commit- 
tee said: ‘Such visual demon- 
strations would do much to stir | 
neighborhood enthusiasm and 
provide a meeting place 
for neighborhood organizations 
working with the city on re- 
habilitation. Once the projects 
were completed in the neigh- 
borhood, the renovated home 
would be sold and the funds 
used to repeat the project in 
another area.” 

On prosecution of violators, 
the committee said it indorsed 
present: administration policy 
that ‘‘the courts should not be 
used to gain abatement of viola- 
tions of housing or sanitation or- | 
dinances. The purpose of 
the courts is to determine the 

guilt or innocence of defendants | 
on the basis of the evidence pre- | 
sented. . . . A person conse | 
speeding and proved guilty is | 
fined even though he has im- 
proved his driving habits since 
the arrest.” 

As an example of the need for | 
ordinance revision, the report 
cited the housing standards ordi- | 
nance, which “‘does not in all | 
cases bring dwelling units up to | 
a level of repair which makes | 
rehabilitation obvious in the 
neighborhood, For instance, this | 
committee is convinced that the | 
need for painting has a direct 
reiation to physical deterioration 
of property.”’ | 

Factors of Health, Safety. | 

The committee recognized, on | 
the other hand, that ordinances 
affecting private property must 
relate to public health and safety | 
to be considered a lawful exer- 
cise of police power. 

‘“‘We believe,” the report said, 
“that the Minimum rt said 
Standards Ordinance can be ma- | 
terially strengthened to provide 
neighborhood rehabilitation with | 
more visible impact while still | 
remaining within the legal au- 
thority of city government.” | 

On bond issue funds, the re- 
port said the rehabilitation pro- | 
gram to date would have been 
impossible without funds from 
the city’s 1955 public improve- 
ment bond issue. It stated that 
the program’s future likewise 
rests on voter approval of the 
proposed 1962 bond issue, which 
includes $2,000,000 for neighbor- 
hood rehabilitation. 

Referring to the difficulty of 
many home-owners in obtaini ng 
long term loans for improves 
ments, the committee said: ‘‘Lib- 
eral financing has been general- 
ly available to purchasers of new 
suburban homes, thus aiding and 
abetting the flight to the sub- | 
urbs which strikes at the very | 
heart of city problems... . 


‘The new Federal Housing Act | | 
appears to offer more liberal | 
Joan insurance for rehabilitation | 
of homes, but if these provisions | 
are to be meaningful, local lend- | 
ers must be convinced that such | 
loans are sound.” 


The proposal for an ordinance | 
to regulate contractors, the re- 
port said, should be ‘“‘welcomed 
by legitimate skilled contractors 
who perform satisfactory 
services.”’

c New York Times News Service 
NEW YORK, Dec. 9— The 
United Nations’s top fighting 
man in Katanga is a taciturn 
Indian officer who recently used 
music instead of bullets to 
achieve an objective in The 
Congo. 

Brig. K. A. S. Raja, who took 
his brigade group of 4500 offi 
cers and men to The Congo last 
spring, used this means to estab 


lish his first contact with the 
Congolese national army. The 
Congolese feared he had come 
to disarm them and refused to 
meet him. 

So the 43-vear-old Raia _ in- 


vited the Congolese to a concert 
by three massed regimental 
bands of bagpipers in a field 
near the Indian encampment at 
Leopoldville. The Congolese ar- 
rived only after Raja sent an 
equivalent number of Indian of- 


for the safe return of the Con- 
golese. 
One of Ablest Officers. 


Although Raja is reputed to be | 
| one of the ablest staff officers in 


the Indian army, the tactic 
showed an unorthodox resource- 
fulness that few of his friends 
were aware of. On the surface, 
he is the correct, conservative, 
clipped-speech British-style offi- 
cer. 
He is swarthy. with black hair 
and trim mustache, about 5 feet 
10 inches tall and has a well- 
knit frame. He is the son of a 
politically influential family in 
Madras, southern India. 

Raia entered the army early 
in World War II with what was 
called a commission.

He attended staff college in 
India after the war and received 
a battalion command when India 


became independent of Britain 


in 1947. In recent years he has 

specialized in Indian military 

support for the United Nations.

He visited the Middle Fast 
soon after the Suez fighting in 
1956 to organize the dispatch of 
an Indian contingent to the U.N. 
Emergency Force, which still is 
keeping the peace on the Sinai 


and Gaza frontiers between Is-

Slow Rise 


For Housing 
Costs Seen 


Consumers may look forward 
to only slightly higher prices for 
housing and household equip- 
ment in the new year than in 
1961, according to Laura Mae 
Webb of the- United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The 
trend in prices appears to be a 
continued but gradual rise. 

The percentage of famil: 
spending going for housing has 
not changed much in 10 years. 
It averaged about 27 per cent of 
all family spending in 1960 — 
only one percent higher than in 
1950, United States Commerce 
Department figures show. 

Some recent developments 
that may help families plan their 
housing budget for the new year 
were reviewed by. Mrs. Webb, 
family economist of USDA’s Ag- 
ricultural Research Service. 

Home Loans. 

Home building already is on 
the increase. More low-income 
and medium-income families are 
likely to build or remodel homes 
during 1962. The Housing Act of 
1961 includes several provisions 
to help many families previously 
not qualified either for Govern- 
ment or commercial housing 
credit. Rural families not en- 
gaged in farming are now eligi- 
ble for Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration loans. So are farm fam- 
ilies who want a small loan to 
repair or modernize a home but 
do not want to go through the 
longer formalities of getting a 
mortgage. Low-income rural 
families who now lack a house- 
hold water supply will be able 
to borrow money for a well. 

Higher rents are expected in 
the new year because of rising 
costs of housing maintenance 
and repair, heating fuels, water 
and property taxes. The most 
rapid increase is in water rates. 

Urban household electric rates 
have remained practically un- 
changed during the last year,

Check 
Shade Trees 
For Hazards 


Your shade trees will be more 
attractive next summer if you 
give them adequate winter care. 

This may include pruning to 
improve their health and ap- 
pearance, and to remove haz- 
ards to life and property. 
Bracing and cabling may be 
needed to provide support for 
weak branches. All such jobs, 
and the removal of dead trees, 
can be done to advantage during 
the winter months before the 
rush of spring work starts, the 
National. Arborist Association 
suggests. 

Begin the winter care pro- 
gram by giving your trees a 
careful. inspection. You will be 
able to see, at least, the condi- 
tions that most urgently need 
attention. 

Look for large, broken 
branches that are hanging by a 
few shreds of wood fibers or 
are caught. precariously on 
other limbs. Such branches are 
extremely dangerous for they 
are likely to fall at any mo- 
ment. 

Equally hazardous, and nearly 
as easy to see, are large 
branches that have been dead 
several years, but still are at- 
tached to the trunk or a major 
limb. Long-dead branches can 
be detected even when the tree 
is bare of leaves. They lack the 


‘small twigs with well-formed 


buds that distinguish live 
branches, and often are partially 
devoid of bark. When located 
high in the top they give the 
tree a ‘‘stag-headed’’ appear- 
ance. 

Check your trees for split 
crotches, often caused by 
storms, sometimes by weight of 
foliage. This injury is most 
likely to be found where 
branches have developed from 
tight, V-shaped crotches. The 
split may be only a few inches 
in length and barely discernible, 
or it may extend downward 
from the fork as a wide, open 
crack for a distance of several 
feet. 

If a split branch crotch isn’t 
repaired, further. splitting and 
severe damage to the tree almost 
certainly will occur. Repair treat- 
ment usually consists of installa- 
tion of tree screw-rod at the 
crotch to hold the splitting sec- 
tions together, and placement of 
cables in the top of the tree to 
provide additional strength to 
the branches. 

You may find other conditions 
that should be corrected— 
unduly long branches that im- 
pair the tree’s symmetry; 
branches that cross and rub to- 
sether causing unsightly 
wounds; dead bark areas or 
open wounds on the trunk; roots 
that are partially encircling and 
“choking” the tree at the 
ground line. 

Shade trees arc valuable. Fol- 
lowing your inspection it 1s 
wise to have your findings 
checked by a competent ar- 
borist. And, certainly, engage a 


reputable tree service organiza- 


tion to perform all needed work.

proved that Castro was no longer 
the dominant figure in Cuba a 
that he had been replaced by 
Jeadership drawn from hi 
Cuban Communist party. 

This had been suspected since 
last spring, when it first became 
known that the Unified Revolu- 
tionary party was being created 
in Cuba. 

Last Saturday, Castro declared 
that after having long made all 
the decisions himself, ‘‘] now be- 
lieve in collective leadership.’ 

Reds Believed Surprised. 

It was thought here that the 
premier had surprised and em- 
barrassed the top Communist 
leadership by the open state- 
ment of his ‘Marxist-Leninist’ 
beliefs and by his detailed ac- 
count of the difficulties in nam- 
ing known Communists to im- 
portant jobs in the early days of 
his revolution. 

Observers here believe that 
the Communist leadership in the 
Soviet Union and Cuba had pre- 
ferred not to have Castro—the 
legendary revolutionary figure— 
69 openly identified with Com- 
munism., 

Last month, Premier Khrush- 
chev said in public that he did 
not think Castro was a Commu- 
nist. 

Castro began his speech about 


Friday midnight on radio and 
television and completed it 
ebout 5 a.m. Saturday. His 


speech was transcribed and the 
first part of it appeared in the 


Saturday issue of Revolucion, 
the government's official news- 
paper. 

It is routine procedure in 


Havana for Revolucion to pub- 
lish as much of a night-long 
speech by Castro as is avail- 
able when the newspaper goes 
to press. 

Statement Not Printed. 

As it happened, the passage 
dealing with 
Leninist’’ did not 
day’s Revolucion because it 
came in the later part of the 
epeech. 

But when Revolucion came 
out Monday—it has no Sunday 
edition—the rest of the text was 
not in it, 

Observers here believe that 
the Cuban leadership saw no 
harm in Castro’s talking of his 
Marxist sympathies, because it 
would only point at his socialist 
leanings, but the Premier's 
identification with ‘‘Marxism- | 
Leninism” tied him personally | 
with the Soviet brand of Com- 
munism. 

After a three-day lapse, a 
‘ mumber of Soviet newspapers, 
but not the Communist party) 
newspaper Pravda, carried a 
Havana dispatch of the Tass

SPACE DEATH RAY 
BEING DEVELOPED, 
SCIENTIST SAYS 


DENVER, Dec. 9 (AP) — A 
death ray weapon for use in 
outer space is being developed 
at the Martin Co. rocket. plant 
near Denver, a company scien- 
tist said vesterdav. 

Dr. Carl L. Kober, advance 
gystems director, said the weapon 
would be ready for testing in 
1963 and would have these 
characteristics: 

It would. produce a beam 
hotter than 100,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit, which would evap- 

rate anything on which it was 
focused. 

It would use nuclear power 
and a principle similar to “a 
burning glass througk which 
sunlight is concentrated on an 
object.’’ 

It would he about the size 
of a large searchlight, weigh 
30,000 pounds and be uneco- 
nomical for use on earth. 

Its range on earth would be 
Jess than a mile, but in outer 
space it would reach 50 to 200 
miles.

In other statements, the go 
ernment has charged that Sou 
vanna Phouma is ‘“‘physically and 
morally’ the prisoner of his 
vounger half-brother, Pathet Lao 
Prince Souphanouvong 

Boun Oum told Souvanna, ‘Un 
fortunately it is not always pos- 
sible for us to successfully fulfill 
the mission that is entrusted to 
us. In such case it would be 
honest and loyal to recognize it.”’

PREDATORY PRICING OF OIL

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (UPI) 
—President Joseph E. Moody of 
the National Coal Policy Con 
ference charged today that fuel 
ol importers use predatory 
pricing practices to take over 
coal’s markets along the eastern 
seaboard 

In a statement asserting that

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Patterson vs. Liston 


Differences in opinions make 
horse races, the old saying 
goes. And the same thing may 
be applied to boxing. 

Before Alb..t Westphal of 
Germany or Tom McNeeley of 
Boston got off the floor after 
being knocked out by Sonny 
Liston and F'oyd Patterson, 
respectively, the arguments 
started about the probable win- 
ner of a match between Patter- 
son, the champion, and Liston, 
the No. 1 challenger 

The match has not been 
made and there are many ob- 
stacles to be cleared before 
the two men agree. 

The consensus seemed to be 
that Liston is just too big and 
strong for Patterson, that he 
can hit too hard and will win 
by a knockout when and if 
they meet. 

Patterson also has his sup- 
porters, who assert the cham- 
pion is too fast and too clever 
a boxer for the rather cum 
bersome Liston, 

Among those who believe 
that Patterson will defeat Lis- 
ton is Henry Armstrong, for- 
mer triple champion, who 
again is making his home here. 

“I know that Liston can hit 
and hit hard,” said Henry, 

*“‘but he’s not in a class with 

Patterson as a boxer. 


“Before you hurt a man 
you have to hit him and I be- 
lieve that before Liston can 
hit Patterson, Floyd, with 
fast hands and excellent box- 
ing, will chop ur Liston.” 


There is a disposition on the 
part of many boxing followers 
to wonder if Sonny can ‘‘take 
it,” meaning can he absorb 
punishment and still retain the 
will to win. 


Example by Liston 


It would seem that Liston, 
on several occasions, has 
proved that he can take pun- 
ishment and come back strong- 
ly. Sonny showed his recupera- 
tive power particularly against 
Cleveland Williams in their 
first bout at Miami Beach. 

Williams, possessing a fine 
left hand, hooked Liston hard 
to the body and head for two 
rounds before Liston’s ponder- 
ous blows caught up with 
Cleveland. Liston won on a 
knockout in the third round in 
a bout seen here on television. 

The second time they met, 

Williams didn't have much 

fight left in him. He caused 

Liston little trouble and Sonny 
knocked him out in the second 
round at Houston. 


Boxed Whitehurst 


In two matches here in St. 
Louis against Bert Whitehurst, 
Liston had to go 10 rounds 
each time. In the first one, 
Sonny won on a decision. The 
second time he had Whitehurst 
on the floor as the bell rang 
ending the tenth round. 

Whitehurst is a trial horse, 
but he hits pretty well and 
knows enough boxing. He 
managed to stay out of harm's 
way most of the time in the 
bouts with Liston. 

Patterson has speed and 
cleverness going for him all 
the time, but in several 
matches since he became 
champion, he has been on the 
floor, one way or another, 

Even against McNeeley 


Floyd was dropped to -éne 
knee by a punch after Mc- 
Neeley had been down a half 
dozen or more times and Tom's 
strength had been sapped by 
the pounding he took for three 
rounds, 


It seems unlikely that Pat- 
terson will be able to stay 
away from Liston for many 
rounds and, if Sonny nails 
Floyd with a punch, either a 
left or aright, it may spell 
defeat for the champion. 


Talking in Circles 


Cus D'Amato, manager of 
Patterson, talks in circles about 
the obstacles which Liston must 
remove before he will get a 
chance at the title. D’Amato 
refuses to say what the obsta- 
cles are, although he says Lis- 
ton knows. 


Liston in Philadelphia told 
United Press International that 
he was completely in the dark 
as to D’Amato’s meaning. 


“Cus said I know, but I 
don't,”’ Liston said. “I want 
to find out what it is.” 


Liston went on to say that he 
had bowed to Patterson's de- 
mand that he rid himself of his 
former manager of record, Joe 
(Pep) Barrone, who was alleg- 
ediy a front man for ‘‘shady” 
characters. 

Now Liston’s manager of rec- 
ord is George Katz of Phila- 
delphia, who is acceptable, so 
far as is known, to Patterson 
and D'Amato. 

Liston’s attorney, Mort Wit- 
kin of Philadelphia said he 
would try to arrange a meeting 
with D'Amato, but Sonny said 
he would prefer a news confer- 
ence, “‘so D'Amato can tell the 
world -what the obstacles are.”

In Alliance for Progress 


Jurisdictions Unsettled., 
Co-ordination Problems 
Unsolved After Latest 
Agency Reorganization.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. 


FRANK B. ELLIS, director of the 
newly created Office of Emergency 
Planning, recently astounded a con- 
vent.on of wholesale grocers with 
this statement: 

“It is broad national policy that, 
following an nuclear attack, all re- 
tail and pre-retail food sales will be 
Stopped for a period of five days. 
except for the most essential rea- 
sons and where perishable items 
are likely to spoil.” 

The wholesale grocers, as pre-retailers. 
obviously were unaware that this national 
policy which directly affected them had 
been an integral part of the federal civil 
defense program for years. Few. if any, 
retail grocers and not many consumers 


ae about the planned embargo of food 
sales. 


THIS LACK of important, perhaps vital, 
information, is only a sample of what the 
public does not know about the detailed 
plans that have been built up in the past 
10 years by a succession of agencies estab- 
lished by Congress to meet wartime possi- 
bilities for which there are few historical 
guidelines. 

Civil defense is undergoing another of. its 
many reorganizations. It had been under 
the Office of Civil Defense Mobilization. an 
amalgamation of the original Federal Civil 
Defense Administration, created bv Presi- 
dent Truman in 1950; the National Security 
Resources Board, created by the Defense 
Department unification law of 1947. and 
the Office of Defense Mobilization. created 
in the Korean war. Until the reorganiza- 
fon is completed and congressional confi- 
dence created in the new agencies, the 
public will have to make many of its own 
decisions about pre-attack and post-attack 
protection, 


ON JULY 20, President Kennedy abol- 
Ished the OCDM and transferred the shelter 
program, radiological defense and warning 
system to the Department of Defense. with 
Assistant Secretary Steuart L. Pittman in 
charge. What remained of the OCDM func- 
tions was turned over to the new Office 
of Emergency Planning. Ellis, a New Or- 
leans lawyer and Candidate Kennedy’s 
campaign manager in Louisiana, had been 
appointed director of the OCDM in Jan- 
uary. He was put in charge of OEP and 
retained his membership on the National 
security Council, the highest policy ad- 
Visory group in government. 


The transfer of the shelter program 
to the Defense Department has created 
confusion, with the end not in sight. 
Unsettled conflicts of jurisdiction and 
many questions of co-ordination remain 
to be solved. Both agencies are having 
difficulty in preparing programs for pub- 
lic guidance. 

OEP has been granted only advisory 
functions. OCDM was an operating agency 
and at one time had authority to issue 
its own orders to government agencies 
and the public. Under the new dispensa- 
tion, executive orders will be issued by 
the President. 


Aside from strategic materials  stock- 
piling, which has been completed, OEP’s 
main function now is planning for the post- 
attack period after a nuclear strike, wheth- 
er the strike is widely scattered or con- 
centrated. This calls for far more co-oper- 
ation with state and local governments than 
has been promised in the past. It assumes 
that the shelter program under the Defense 
Department will have made considerable 
headway, something that was not achieved 
by the old OCDM. 


“SOVIET RUSSIA’S nuclear striking 
power is not unlimited,’’ Ellis told the Post- 
Dispatch. ‘“‘There would be wide areas and 
many large and small communities that 
would not suffer blast and fallout damage. 
There would be. many other areas and com- 
munities in which there would. be varying 
degrees of damage, depending on what pre- 
attack protection had been created. 

“We do not know, of course, where the 
attack would be aimed or whether the 
aim would. be accurate. It could be on 
highly populated centers. on concentrations 
of industry, on our scattered retaliatory 
bases or directly on Washington. It is not 
likely the strike would be on all the pos- 
sible targets most frequently mentioned. 
Many regions and millions of persons would 
escape and be available for rebuilding the 
nation, 


“On this assumption, planning for the 
post-attack period must concentrate on 
economic stabilization and rehabilitation 
and continuity in government at all levels, 
national, state and local.” 


In his new capacity, Ellis and his re- 
duced staff are preparing a _ revised 
“presentation” to inform the public and 
public officials about what would be re- 
quired of civilians in the event of a 
nuclear attack. 


Part of this will be wider disclosures. of 
presently classified plans that the Federal 
Government has accumulated in the past 10 
years and which, according to Ellis, are 
being continuously brought up to date. Some 
of the simpler plans have been adapted from 
experience gained in World Wars I and II. 
The more complicated had to be devised

from scratch to cope with the latest anal- 
yses of the possible destructiveness of new 
and increasingly powerful nuclear weapens. 


ONE OF THE OBSTACLES to detailed 
civil planning is the fact that the Atomic 
Energy Commission has not brought up-to 
date its comprehensive report, ‘‘The Effect 
of Nuclear Weapons,” issued in 1957. This 
study, at one. time considered definitive, 
gave data on nuclear yields up to 20 mega 
tons. OEP officials say that until thev have 
similar information on the effectiveness of 
new weapons up to and heyond 50 mega 
tons, which the Russians have already 
tested, their post-attack planning is most 
likely to be inadequate. 

The AEC-has been reluctant to share its 
secret information with the public’ and 
even with top government officials. It with- 
held information obtained from the Bikini 
hydrogen bomb test of 1954 for nine months 
During that time Civil Defense officials 
were continuing their programs for dis- 
persal of industries and evacuation of per- 
sons from heavily populated cities. After 
the information was forced from the AEC, 
including estimates of the vast areas that 
would be fatally contaminated by fallout, 
Civil Defense abandoned its elaborate evac- 
uation program. 


Among the presently classified documents 
are drafts of executive orders the President 
would sign immediately after a nuclear 
attack. These include the taking over of all 
radio and television stations by the Govern- 
ment, the establishment of censorship and 
creation of an emergency stabilization 
agency to direct controls on prices 
Salaries and rents 

Legislation has been drafted for a wage- 
and-price-rent freeze. Some experienced 
persons, of whom Bernard M. Baruch is 
one, believe that it should be enacted now 
on a standby basis. 


NAMES OF PERSONS who have agreed 
to serve in key wartime positions are kept 
up to date. In this list are alternates who 
are to be used in the event the first choices 
are casualties.

Present top Washington officials have 
been assigned places in secret under- 
ground shelters nearby, from which they 
would conduct governmental affairs after 
an attack. Wartime food and gasoline 
ration books are said to be stockpiled 
throughout the country. 


The Treasury Department and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board have issued detailed 
instructions to banks and other financial 
institutions on how and where to store 
duplicates of their records. The Federal 
Reserve Board has distributed enough 
paper currency throughout the country to 
last for more than two years during and 
after a war. 


Ellis is preparing plans for state and 
local governments and business leaders to 
do in their own localities what the Federal 
Government has done and hopes to do on 
a national scale. 

Eight area civil defense offices, under 
local directors have been set up. They are 
at Harvard University, where an under- 
ground shelter is under construction: Olney, 
Md.;: Thomasville, Ga.: Battle Creek. Mich.; 
Denton, Tex.. where the underground shel- 
‘ter is almost complete: Denver, Colo.; 
Santa Rosa. Calif., and Everett, Wash. It 
is planned to have underground offices for 
the eight direction centers. 


IN A LETTER to these area directors, 
dated Nov. 28, Ellis said: 

“We must face up to the fact that con- 
siderable time could elapse following an 
attack before federal emergency manage- 
ment plans could be put into effect. States 
and communities must be prepared for the 
sudden rush of diverse problems which 
would simultaneously ererge immediately 
following the initial ‘shock period’ of pri- 
mary attack. Emergency preparedness con- 
cepts must be broadened to assure continu- 
ity of civil authority and an emergency 
management organization ready to handle 
the myriad of resource and economic prob- 
lems involved in saving lives, sustaining 
survival and assuring recovery. 


“Conversely, local communities cannot 
long exist in isolation. The supreme task 
of govefnment is to knit together the 
shattered network of economic, political,

Finns Walk Narrow Line 


For Survival as Nation 


Their Country, Wedged Between Soviet Union 
and Growing European Community, Is Confront- 


ed by Complex Economic and Political Situations.

HELSINKI, Finland, Dec. 9. 


THE EARLY DUSK settles, the lights in the gaily decorated 


shop windows come on and the crowds of Christmas shoppers pour in 


and out of the big department stores. 


In this capital, the events that 


were set in motion Oct. 30 seem to have left no mark. 


On that date the Soviet Union reopened 
the question of military consultations with 
Finland. Northern Europe, according to the 
Soviet note, was the object of a new Ger- 
man threat and the northern NATO part- 
ners, Denmark and Norway, were guilty 
of warlike measures in collaboration with 
the West Germans. Here, it appeared, was 
a new threat to Finland’s hard-won inde- 
pendence, with the possibility that its pow- 
erful neighbor would demand bases on 
Finnish soil. 


WHEN THE NOTE was delivered, Presi 
dent Urho Kekkonen was sitting on Waikiki 
beach in Honolulu toward the end of his 
official tour of the United States. After he 
talked with his office in Helsinki on the 
telephone, he turned to members of his 
party and said, ‘Well, let's go for a swim.”’ 
The rest of the tour. including visits to 
military bases in California, was carried 
out as scheduled, 

In the rather austere summer residence 
of the president on an arm of the Baltic. 
Kekkonen speaks tersely of what he be.- 
lieves he achieved in his confrontation with 
Premier Khrushchev in Novosibirsk in Si 
beria. last month. His view is that of almost 
all Finns, both in and out of government, 
with whom the visitor talks. If it is a line 
taken to try to convince the world that all 
is well, then it must be said that the Finns 
seem themselves to have accepted it as 
valid. Briefly it is as follows: 


Finland’s independence is untouched. 
There was no demand for bases. Clari- 
fication of certain clauses of the peace 
treaty of 1948 insures that consultation on 
the threat of war must be mutual. The 
initiative lies with the Finns and they will 
decide if there is a danger of war. 

Naturally, so the prevailing view goes, 
Finland would be concerned over the feel- 
ings of its neighbor, the Soviet Union. 
After all, there is between Finland and 
the U.S.S.R. an undefended border nearly 
1000 miles long. It is true that the forma- 
tion of a joint German-Danish command 


; 


BETANCOURT of Venezuela 


has changed the situation in the north, 
but this should not be sufficient to put 
the machinery of military consultation 
between the U.S.S.R. and Finland into 
motion, 


Whether this is convenient rationaliza- 
tion or not, Kekkonen is a stern realist. 
He uses words sparingly with a caution 
born of the delicate political balance in 
Finland. 


THE FINNS have had to learn by harsh 
necessity how to preserve their national 
identity in the shadow of the Soviet Union 
With this goes a sense. of aloneness with 
no gratitude for those who foster the 
legend of brave little Finland defying the 
Soviet bear. This is a matter of walking a 
narrow line and resisting the temptations of 
heroism in the cause of national survival 


President Kekkonen speaks admiringly of 
the realism which he found in President 
Kennedy's exposition of foreign policy. If 
that realism prevails, he believes, there is 
hope for a settlement between the United 
States and the Soviet Union and it is in such 
a settlement that Finland's long-term 
chance for survival with independence is 
brightest But, as Kekkonen has made 
clear since seeing both Kennedy and 
Khrushchev, he is not optimistic, the ob- 
stacle being Chancellor Adenauer in Ger- 
many, who will resist any compromise on 
Berlin and Germany. 

Finland’s survival has a_ hairbreadth 
quality. Independence came after the Bol- 
shevik revolution and a bitter civil war 
between Finnish Reds and Whites in 1918. 
Then, just 22 years ago this month, Stalin 
launched an invasion and for 100 days the 
Finns held off about 50 Russian divisions. 
Later, at the height of World War II, the 
Finns became co-belligerents with Germany 
and still other areas of their country were 
devastated. 

The Soviets imposed harsh reparations

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY'S quick visit to Venezuela and Colombia, 
on which he departs next Friday, will encourage two governments that 
have taken a lead in the Alliance for Progress. 
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VENEZUELA recently broke relations 
with Cuba, and Colombia sponsored a res- 
olution adopted last Monday by the Organ- 
ization of American States, calling for a 
foreign ministers’ meeting next Jan. 10 to 
consider measures against subversion ema- 
nating from. Cuba. Venezuela joined the 
United States in voting for the conference. 

The visit will be the first by a top United 
States official since the tour in 1958 by 
Richard M. Nixon, then Vice President. 
Nixon was the target of riotous demonstra- 
tions in Venezuela and Peru, and lesser 
outbursts by university students in Argen- 
tina, Uruguay, Paraguay and Colombia. 


Officials do not rule out the possibility 
of demonstrations by anti-United States 
groups when the President and Mrs. 
Kennedy visit South America. They point 
out, however, that Betancourt’s govern- 
ment is more stable now than it was in 
May 1958, when a mob halted the Nixon 
motorcade driving from the airport to 
Caracas and later broke windows of his 
stalled automobile in a planned down- 
town traffic jam. 


In Venezuela, where the chance of some 
show of hostility is probably greater than 
in Colombia. the government is understood 
to have been rounding up agitators. [t can 
do this Jegally under a suspension of consti- 
tutional guarantees that has been in force 
about a year and was extended two weeks 
ago. 

Several outbursts of violence have oc- 
curred in Caracas in the last few days, and 
anti-Kennedy leaflets have been distributed 
in Caracas streets. 

“Caracas Cannot receive Kennedy peace- 
fully,” the leaflets said. “Caracas receive 
Kennedy as it received Nixon.”’ 

The dodgers urged people to paint the 
walls with signs saying “Kennedy No,’ to 
strew the streets with tacks and to hang 
black crepe on buildings 


THERE IS widespread misunderstanding 
in the United States as well as in Latin 
America over what the Alliance for Prog- 
ress is all aboui. As outlined by President 
Kennedy last April, the plan is simply for 
1) years of economic and social progress 
in the hemisphere. An implied bargain, later 
made explicit at the conference at Punta 
del Este, Uruguay, last August, calls for 
economic aid by the United States and other 
developed countries in exchange for self- 
help measures by the governments of 
Latin America. 


As Mr. Kennedy put it in his original 
speech to the council of the Organization of 
American States, the program ‘means, 
above all, the assurance that the benefits 
of economic growth will accrue, not just 
for the few, but to the entire- national 
community.”

SECRETARY OF STATE Dean Rusk, at 
his press conference this week, drew com- 
fort from the fact that most of the abstain- 
ers cited legal technicalities for their 
action. The fact remains, however, that any 
collective action against Cuba will be dif- 
ficult without the support of Mexico, Are 
gentina, Brazil and Chile. Those big na- 
tions have all been cool toward proposals 
for joint action. 

‘Latin American leaders recall the arm- 
twisting employed by the late John Foster 
Mulles in obtaining support for resolutions 
against the pro-Communist government in 
Guatemala in 1954, They can be expected 
to look for similar pressure in connection 
with Cuba and the Alliance for Progress. 


Taking the development program and 
the Kennedy trip at their face value, 
however, it is generally recognized that 
Colombia and Venezuela are both going 
ahead strongly in their self-help end of 
the bargain. 


Colombia has the best plan for economic 
development in all Latin America. It was 
worked out 16 years ago with the help of the 
International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development (World Bank). 

The World Bank now has a mission in 
Colombia working on a loan program of 
perhaps more than $100,000,000 that would 
come from a consortium including the 
bank, the new Agency for International 
Development, the Inter-American Develop- 
ment Bank, European governments and 
private capital, 

The Inter-American Bank, thus far the 
main funnel for Alliance for Progress funds, 
has approved loans to Colombia totaling 
$36,404,000. Largest of these is for $15,200,- 
000, out of United States funds administered 
by the bank, for 12,950 housing units in 11 
cities of Colombia. 

A Colombian land reform law was passed 
about two weeks ago, providing for govern- 
ment purchase and distribution of unused 
land and a big program of road building, 
farm credit and technical assistance. Regu- 
lations vet to be approved will determine 
how effective the law will be. Neither the 
Colombian government nor the United States 
has decided how much money to put into 
the program. 


VENEZUELA has been assured credits of 
$71,998,000 from the Inter-American Bank 
since last February, and approval of a loan 
of close to $20,000,000 for waterworks 1m- 
provements throughout the country IS ¢%- 
pected to be announced shortly before the 
presidential trip begins. 

Land reform is already under way in 
Venezuela, where a comprehensive program 
was enacted in 1960. Some 24,000 families 
already have been resettled on new farms. 


Both countries have made important 
progress in tax reform, which, along with 
land reform, are at the heart of the self- 
help concept. 


Colombia has one of the most effective 
progressive income taxes in Latin America, 
where tax laws are generally inadequate in 
both provisions and enforcement. Venezuela 
recently increased its income, gasoline and 
inheritance taxes to help pay for its land 
reform program. 


PLANS for the Kennedy trip call for pri- 
vate talks with Betancourt and Lleras Ca- 
margo and a number of visits to new 
schools. housing projects, industrial sites 
and agricultural reform areas near the two 
capitals 

The President and Mrs. Kennedy are 
scheduled to leave Washington at midday 
Friday on their four-day trip. . 

Accompanying the President, it Is under- 
stood. will be Robert F. Woodward, assist- 
ant secretary of state for Latin-American 
affairs; Richard N. Goodwin, deputy assist- 
ant secretary; Teodoro Moscoso, Latin- 
American area administrator of AID and 
co-ordinator of the Alliance for Progress, and 
Angier Biddle Duke, the chief of protocol. 

The first stop will be at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, where the President will spend the 
night as a guest of Gov. Luis Munoz Marin, 
at the governor’s mansion, La Fortaleza, 
an ancient fortress on the waterfront. 

Mr. Kennedy will fly to Caracas Saturday 
morning, spending all day there and remain- 
ing overnight. 

The party will take off Sunday morning 
for Bogota and spend the aay and Sunday 
sight there.

The series of articles on fallout shelters by 
Post-Dispatch Washington correspondents has 
made it clearer than ever that no scientific 
basis exists for concluding that a vast shelter- 
building program would assure national sur- 


vival in a nuclear war. Where one group otf 
scientists talks of protecting 90 or 95 per 
cent of the population, another group with 
equally impressive credentials flatly denies 
the possibility. Neither scientific nor mili- 
tary expertise offers an easy solution to the 
problem. It is something people will have 
to think out for themselves. 

One crucial consideration is that a 20-mega 
ton bomb—only one-fifth as powerful as the 
super-weapon recently tested by the Russians 

would not only produce deadly fallout and 
kill millions by blast. It would ignite 
a furious firestorm over the whole area with- 
in 30 miles of the explosion. Within that 
range, the survival of many people in or out 
of fallout shelters seems most unlikely. Even 
if some people were protected from fallout, 
they would not be protected from incinera- 
tion or suffocation by the fire’ raging above 
their shelters.

The Kennedy Administration, reacting to 
criticism of its program, is said to be plan- 
ning a shift of emphasis from family shelters 
to community shelters. But if an urban fam- 
ily of five cannot be protected, how much 
better protection can be assured an urban 
group of 50? 

The President’s desire to offer the people 
“survival insurance” in the event of nuclear 
attack is laudable, and certainly some sensi- 
ble forms of catastrophe planning are in 
order. But is it sound planning to divert 
substantial resources and effort into a pro- 
gram which offers very little true insurance, 
which might easily become a boundless boon- 
doggle. and which encourages a cruel illusion 
of security? 

It is better to face the fact that our society 
could not survive all-out nuclear war than to 
delude ourselves by inadequate ef’orts to 
“assure the survival of some individuals. 


Growing Space for Kansas City 
On Jan. 1 Kansas City will annex 122 
square miles in Clay and Platte counties. Last 
January the city took in 38 square miles and 
in 1963 it will add another 26. Thus within 
three vears Kansas City will have added to 
itself an area three times as large as all of 
St. Louis. The fact that Kansas City is gain- 
ing only 8450 new residents in the forthcom- 
ing annexation may suggest that the metropo- 
lis is going far afield, and for the present that 
is true. But within another decade the ean- 
nexed farmlands most likely will be incor- 
porated suburbs if not made a part of the 
city itself.. St. Louis can only envy Kansas 
City its political freedom to assure future 
growth as a unified metropolitan area. There 
is no easy way for St. Louis to break out of 


its corporate bindings; metropolitan unity 
here must find another course’ than 
annexation. 


The West's Own Troika 

Speaking of troikas, President Kennedy 
may be handling-the most fractious three- 
horse team in history in his effort to arrange 
negotiations with the Russians over Berlin. 

Britain’s Prime Minister Macmillan has 
long been in favor of negotiations. But Chan- 
cellor Adenauer had to be talked around. On 
his visit to Washington. he exacted conces- 
sions that will narrow the President’s room 
for maneuver if the negotiations ever come off. 

President De Gaulle still opposes any nego- 
tiations at all in present circumstances; so 
his foreign minister indicates in a speech to 
the French Senate. Mr. Macmillan met with 
De Gaulle immediately after the Adenauer 
visit to Washington, and was supposed to gain 
the French leader’s consent for the only sen- 
sible approach to the Berlin problem, an ef- 
fort to reach a diplomatic settlement serving 
everybody's interest. Evidently he failed. 

Dr. Adenauer is now visiting Paris. Wil! 
it be up to him to bring the French prima 
donna around? That would be a strange 
turn of events indeed. 

The French position, interestingly enough. 
is almost the exact opposite of the German. 
Dr. Adenauer opposes broad negotiations on 
Germany or European security, and seeks to 
restrict any talks to the single issue of Ber- 
lin, narrowly defined. According to Foreign 
Minister Couve de Murville, France opposes 
talks on Berlin alone, and would consider dis- 
cussing that question only within the frame- 
work of negotiations on 11] Germany and a 
general European peace settlement. The 
French appear to envisage the time of negoti- 
ations as in some misty future. when the at- 
mosphere is “free from tension.” Would 
that time ever come? 

If President Kennedy had a suspicious turn 
of mind, he could not be blamed for wonder- 
ing whether he is being subjected to a subtle 
form of diplomatic whipsawing, France ob- 
jecting to negotiations for one reason, Ger- 
many for another, the two together conduct- 
ing either a delaying operation or a maneu- 
ver to make any talks with che Russians as 
meaningless as possible. 

Yet West Germany and France are both. 
in a military sense, dependents of the United 
States. Take American nuclear power out of 
the equation, and what would be left of 
‘NATO, the only real military protection Eu- 
rope possesses? ‘Take the United States out 
of Europe, and how long could West Ger- 
many or France resist Soviet. power, let alone 
hold out against dealing with Russia? With 


all respect to French sensibilities, De Gaulle 


must be convinced that the United States, 
which would bear the ultimate responsibility 
if the Berlin dispute exploded into war, Cale 
not permit him to obstruct the search for @ 
diplomatic settlement

Across the Street for Trade 


While members of the National  ssociation 
of Manufacturers were still appraising his 
address on trade, President “\ennedy crossed 
the economic street to take his message to 
the AFL-CIO convention. On either side the 
message should make sense 

Mr. Kennedy told the union delegates that 
the United States must decide whether it will 
be “the free world’s greatest merchant 
trader—or merely its temporarily wealthiest 
banker.” The nation is presently both. Yet 
its position as wealthiest banker may be tem- 
porary unless trade is expanded to overcome 
dollar deficits created by military and eco- 
nomic assistance abroad. In short, trade is 
more than an advantage to our industry and 
workers; it helps support America’s position 
of leadership in the free world. 

Yet the President also recognized that in- 
creased trade necessarily means increased 
competition for domestic products and some 
localized economic disturbances for both bus- 
inesses and their workers. “I do not intend,” 
he said, “to give them a medal and an empty 
grocery bag.”’ The President promised help 
of a kind that would supplement ‘hat: the 
Government is trying to do for depressed 
areas, for distressed businesses and for un- 
employed workers. 

AFL-CIO President George Meany has re- 
peatedly advocated investment incentives and 
loans for businesses, and job retraining and 
extended unemployment benefits for em- 
ploves damaged by trade competition. Mr. 
Meany calls this a “trade adjustment pro- 
gram.” It is significant that Mr. Kennedy 
used precisely the same term for his less 
precise proposals. The President clearly was 
bidding for labor’s support ‘or a new trade 
effort, which will require support from in- 
dustry as well. The benefits of increased 
trade, as well as its occasional disadvantages, 
accrue to businesses and to unions in much 
the same measure. 


Nixon on Red China 


For a sample of pure Nixon, it is hard to 
beat the former Vice President's recent news- 
paper article on Red China. Mr. Nixon: (a) 
reminds his readers that he has opposed the 
idea of “let’s pick up our marbles and go 
home” if our country does not get its way 
on the China issue in the U.N.; (b) warns that 
unless we do get our way, so many Ameri- 
cans will be incensed that the U.N. may be 
destroyed as a result; and (c) argues that a 
U.N. decision in favor of admitting Red China 
would violate the organization’s charter, de- 
stroy its heritage and wreck its moral fibre— 
in which case, Mr. Nixon’s readers are likely 
to conclude, the United States very well ought 
to break up the U.N. 

Getting one’s teeth into this argument is 
l'ke trying to bite a wisp of cotton candv. 
Where does Mr. Nixon really stand? Does 
he think the U.N. is so important that the 
United States should continue its membership 
if beaten on the China issue? His opposition 
to the doctrine of “pick up our marbles and 
go home” wonld seem to say so. But he does 
not exme rght out against those Americans 
who espouse the doctrine. On the contrary, 
he gives them aid and comfort by stating the 
cese against admission in such extreme terms 
that picking up our marbles and going home 
would be the logical reaction. And then he 
concludes that those Americans who would 
wreck the U.N. over Red China are so nu- 


»~merous and powerful that we just have to 


keep Peiping out to save the U.N. 
One thing you have to say for Mr. Nixon. 
He’s got the Red China issue surrounded.

Luthuli qualified as a teacher and 
subsequently taught Zulu language and 
literature at his old school for 15 years. 
He married in 1927 and has seven chil- 
dren, one (a daughter) a doctor and 
two other girls, nurses. In 1936 he 
was chosen as chief of his tribe, and 
against the advice of his friends, who 
foresaw a good future for him in edu- 
cation, he decided that his duty lay in 
returning to his poverty-stricken peo- 
ple and in helping them to rehabilitate 
their land. 

As a result of his patient and self- 
sacrificing labors this small reserve of 
under 5000 people is today a flourish- 
ing sugar area and a model of what 
can be done to enable an ignorant 
peasantry to improve its conditions. 

In 1949 Luthuli represented the South 
African Christian Council at the World 
Conference of Churches at Tambaram, 
in India, and he was then invited by 
the Congregational Church to spend

18 months in the United Statés on a 
lecturing tour. In 1952. he was elected 
president of the African National Con- 
gress. The Congress was founded in 
1912, two years after Union and, inter- 
estingly enough, in the same year 
that saw the establishment of the Na- 
tionalist party under the late Gen 
Hertzog. African leaders were alarmed 
by the clear evidence that such small 
poktical rights as they had. were in 
danger and that a white - dominated 
parliament showed every sign of cur- 
tailing, rather than extending, rights 
to Africans. 


For many years the A.N.C. was con- 
tent to plead for ameliorative meas- 
ures such as better educational facili- 
ties, more land, a relaxing of pass 
laws; but after the second World War 
it began to demand political rights 
and to embark on a tougher policy 
that involved boycotts, refusal to carry 
passes, and strikes. It was at this 
stage, in 1948, that the Nationalist 
party came to power on a declared 
policy of apartheid which involved, 
among other things, the total exclusion 
of Africans from representation in 
parliament. 


Luthuli thus became president of the 
A.N.C. at a critical time when younger 
Africans were advocating active resist- 
ance to a white Government that was 
determined to use the full powers of 
the state to carry out its policy. To 
that Government Luthuli was clearly a 
‘‘dangerous’’ man who refused to co- 


operate in carrving out the Bantu Au- 
thorities Act, which was designed to 
restore an outworn tribalism under 
strict Government control. He was de- 
prived of his chieftainship and banned 
for five years, which meant that he 
was confined to his home area and for- 
bidden to take part in active. politics. 
In 1956 he was one of the 157 people 
arrested at dawn on a charge of high 
treason, but he was discharged in 1958. 
He was then immediately re-elected 
president of the A.N.C. In 1960, he was 
again arrested and the A.™.C. was pro- 
scribed as an illegal organization. 

During all these turbulent years ex- 
chief Luthuli never lost his calm dig- 
nity; he remained a devout Christian; 
he never failed to throw the full weight 
of his influence against violence; and 
he never lost his belief that white and 
non-white can live together in peace. 
From the home to which he was con- 
fined by law he continved to issue 
appeals to his own people for firm but 
peaceful action, and to all South Afri- 
cans for co-operation. 

There have been times during the 
past 10 years when an ill-considered or 
provocative statement from Luthuli 
could have precipitated a blood bath; 
and he has been blamed by lesser and 
more impatient men for refraining.

Whatever the South African Govern- 
ment may say, millions of South Afri- 
cans, and the world at large, regard 
the award with satisfaction.

The significafice of the award, sure- 
ly, is that it Was made to a leader who, 
despite all that has been done to him 
and to his people, can say as Luthuli 
said: ‘‘May South Africa move into a 
new era where all men shall be free, 
ndne oppressed, none afraid of their 
fellows, all working together to build 
a nation which will be an example to 
an unhappy world.’ 

And so, at Oslo, ex-chief Albert John 
Luthuli will take his place with the 56 
other citizens of the world on the list 
of fame that includes Theodore Roose 
velt, Viscount Cecil, Fridtjof Nansen, 
Albert Schweitzer, Ralph Bunche and 
Dag Hammarskjold.

Unions presently are .exempt 


from anti-trust laws, unless they 
act in collusion with employers 
to restrain commerce. The study 
group recommends that the 
sweeping exemptions for unions 
be continued in the anti-trust 
statute, but that the National 
Labor Relations Act be amend- 
ed to outlaw in product markets 
activities by unions that would 
be unlawful if undertaken by 
empioyers. 

THe proposed curb, the report 
contends, would not interfere 
with union activities in labor 
markets, such as efforts to es- 
tablish uniform wage levels and 


to control wage differentials, 
which are among the principal 
economic activities of market- 


wide unions and without which, 
the report says, effective union- 
ism would be destroyed 

On the other hand, the report 
gavs, labor contracts that con- 
tain direct links to the product 
market or to activities to police 
the price structure of an indus- 
trv. should be declared illegal. 

Thus. it would be illegal for 
@ union to condition work by its 
members on maintenance by a 
firm of a given price list or on 
purchase of the firm’s supplies 
from a specified list of com- 
panies 3 

In the only dissent in the re- 
port, Prof. Elliott said that 
there should be no anti-trust ex- 
emptions for unions at all. 
Elliott said that by “operating 
with a functional monopoly over 
their memberships and with na- 
tionally disciplined power in la- 
bor markets, the big, wealthy 
and powerful unions can and do 
have a definite effect on small 
businesses and occasionally on 
the normal regional differentials 
necessary to a market econ- 
omy.” - 

“If the price policies of big 
business and the sheer size of 
businesses in controlling mar- 
kets is an appropriate object of 
anti-trust proceedings,”’ Elliott 
said. ‘the ability of market-wide 
unions, really national in scope, 
mav deserve more serious study 
than we have drawn on here 
for the applicability of anti-trust 
proceedings to reach actions 
which have a direct bearing on 
the pricing policies of industries 
concerned.”

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Kenneth Schermerhorn Had Trouble With Soviet Censors 


By ELIZABETH GENTRY 
RUMOR GIVES. US manv_ vazue 
notions. about the restrictions placed on 
musical expression in the Soviet Union to- 
day. But we seldom hear first-hand wh 
the climate for musicians .is really like 
Russia. Kenneth Schermerhorn, who wu 
be in St. Louis next weekend as 
guest conductor of the Svmphony, is 
young New Yorker who last season spent 
six weeks in- Russia and five weeks in 
other Iron Curtain during the 
American Ballet Theater tour. As musical 
director of the company, he ran into a 
discouraging maze of problems 

A calm, gentle with a 
face, Schermerhorn appears [to be a 
not easily harassed. Yet,.as he 1 
experience of conducting orchestras 
Varving competence—trom the 
vincial Georgia State 9 
Bolshoi Theater — his composed 
features become considerably animated. 
THE TREUPE got in a major dead-

But it was ultimately ‘re- 
jected on the grounds that it was unfa- 
vorable psychology. The deputies consid- 
ered the three female leads in Bernstein's 
sparkling ‘Fancy Free’’ as_ prostitutes. 
They criticized the selection as ‘‘too flip- 
pant.”’ 

A final instance of pristine judement 
forced the company to delete one scene 
from Copland's western classic “‘Rodeo.”’ 
“They can't stand to see a person get 
sick on the stage’’ Schermerhorn said. 
““so they cut the section just before the 
hoe-down, when. a girl who is dancing 
more and more frantically with her part- 
ner gets dizzy and is forced to run off 
the stage. sick.’’ Schermerhorn summed 
up the whole proceedings: ‘They. still 
want fairy-tales that won't mislead the

plaving with their own company—no out- 
radio engagements, nothing else — 
they become so confined to their own con- 
ventions that, Schermerhorn observed.

This condition of habit allows 
for little innovation within even a Russian 
nationalist work, whether it he by Tchai- 
kovsky, Moussorgesky. or whomever.

THIS LACK OF varied experience on 
the part of Russian musicians is in con- 
siderable contrast to Schermerhorn's own 
background. At 32, he has already been 
an assistant conductor of the New York 
Philharmonic, working with Leonard 
Bernstein, having previously spent a year 
making the rounds of all the opera houses 
of Italy. The Seventh Army Symphony was 
his first vehicle, back in 1952. For four- 
months he conducted this orchestra 
around the capitals of Europe As a 
trumpet-player during his 
days out of the New England Conserva- 
tory, first with the Kansas City orchestra 
and then with Boston. he became 
of the necessity of a 900d, strong heat. 

Schermerhorn’s wife, Lupe Serrano, is 
the gifted prima ballerina of the Ballet 
Theater. She, too, was with the companys 
in Russia and enjoyed the enthusiastic re- 
ception they had, despite all of the artis- 
tic difficulties. The conclusion of every 
performance stirred the Schermerhorns, 
for the Russians have a custom of ap- 
plauding in cadence, producing great, 
thunderous sound

WITH FLEXBLE 
WING IS TESTED 


SAN DIEGO, Calif.. Dec. 9 
(AP)—A - flying machine that 
looks like a manned kite is be- 
ing test flown with the hope it 
may someday become an aerial 
workhorse. 

‘There has never been an air- 
craft resembling it,’’ said Lou 
Everett, project engineer and 
test pilot, although it is based 
on principles conceived centuries 
ago by Leonardo da Vinci. 

Everett referred to it as ‘‘Leo- 
nardo da Vinci brought up to 
date by Francis M. Rogallo.”’ 

Rogallo, National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration scien- 
tist, developed the concept of a 
flexible wing aircraft that has 
been buikt by Ryan Aeronautica! 
Co. 


The research vehicle, whose 
synthetic fabric wing has a span 
of about 40 feet and was made 
by a sailmaker, lifts an alumi- 
num siab platform. The pilot 
seat is in front and a 180-horse- 
power engine, turning a pusher 
propeller, ig in the rear. 

Fitted out this way the ‘‘kite”’ 
weighs 1500 pounds. But the 


wing, it is thought, could be used 


without power to glide a space 
vehicle to a soft landing or. to 
make possible aérial towing of 
cargo or troops. 

Control is based on a wing 


pitch pivot point. The platform 
swinging from hinges, is moved 
forward, backwards or sideways 
relative to the wing. This causes 
the wing to take new angles 
‘My sensations,"’ Everett said, 
“are different from those ex 


perienced in any other fiving 
machine. They can best be ex 
plained by imagining yourself 
setting in a rocking chair con- 
trolled by a giant hand which 
occasionally rocks you sideways 
as well as back and forth.”’ 


The rocking. however, is con- 


fined to the platform and the 
machine as a whole has high 
stability, Everett said 


“As a result of our early flight 
tests, we have progressed 
through what can be considered 
a natural course design 
changes and development. Most 
of the changes made 
rectly associated with proper 
locations of the wing control 
pivot point as related to the wing 
itself.” 

He pointed out that the ‘‘flex 
wing’’ was not to be considered 
an experimental airplane.

Problems in Used Cars 


WHAT TO EXPECT IN BUYING A USED CAR: There'll 
be exceptions, but you should expect to encounter some defi- 
nite problems according to age, one expert advises. In his 
experience, models up to three years old usually need a tune 
up, with replacement of plugs, coils and points, and there 
may be need for installing new front end bearings and bush- 
ings or ball joints, relining brakes, overhauling generator and 
Starter. In four to six-year-olds, additionally, fuel and water 
pumps may need replacing, valves regrinding, and transmis- 
sion and rear end may need some work. Still older cars often 
are ‘‘junk,”’ and ‘‘may be gimmicked.”’

And not only the state's 
citizenry has placed the patrol 
in high regard. The long and 
impressive record of criminal 
arrests has brought commenda- 
tion from many national groups 
and individuals, including Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
Chief. J. Edgar Hoover, who re- 
cently rated the Missouri patrol 
one of the top state police agen- 
cies in the nation, 

The beginning, however, was 
tough. Police» anits are often 
treated with resentment by some 
segments of the public and the 
situation was no different in 
Missouri. To counteract this, 
Parker and his fellow troopers 
were instructed to make as few 
arrests as possible, giving the 
people a little time to get used 
to having their highways pa- 
troled 

A series of discussions led by 
patrol personnel was scheduled 
throughout the state, as much 
to sell the people on the patrol 
as on highway safety. During 
one of these, Sgt. Ben Booth 
was confronted by a heckler. 

“What action should be taken 
in regard to the man who is at- 
tempting to drive his car with 
one arm?" he was asked. 

Quick as a nightclub come- 
dian, the sergeant responded, 
‘‘l would tell him unless the car 
was moving with the -utmost 
caution that he should drive out 
on the shoulder, stop his car and 
use both arms.” 

The patrol immediately gained 
acceptance in Macon. 

Although to handle 
only traffic the patrol 
soon found itself engaged in a 
wide variety of criminal cases. 
Sixty banks had been robbed 
in Missouri in 1931. Since the 
highways were used as escape 
routes, the patrol had an ex- 
cuse to move in. 

Patrol Superintendent Marvin 
Casteel announced in 1933: ‘We 
are going to make Missouri so 
hot for thugs that bandits, mur- 
derers and holdup men will de- 
tour around the state.

The result was 43 bank rob- 
bers were captured in the 
first three years 6! the pa- 
trol’s existence and many 
other crimes which baffled 
local officials were quickly 
solved after the patrol was 
alerted. Five gangsters were 
killed by state troopers in 
early 1933. 


Dealing with some of the na- 
tion’s toughest criminals was 
bound to bring tragedy, how- 
ever. Sgt. Booth again served 
to prove a point. 

Booth was sitting in a patrol 
substation in Columbia when he 
heard these words come over the 
radio: ‘Ihe Farmers and Mer- 
chants State Bank of Mexico 
was robbed at 3 p.m. by two 
armed bandits. They escaped 
with $1700 and are believed to 
be heading. south.’’ 

Booth Sheriff Roger 
Wilson of Boone county and the 
two sped to the intersection of 
Highways 63 and 40 to set up a 
roadblock A mement later a 
dusty car . approached and 
stopped 
When Booth and Wilson walked 
to the car to ask a few ques- 
tions, the two riders in the auto 
opened fire. Wilson went down, 
but Booth managed to pull one 
of the men from the vehicle 
and wrestle him to the ground.

The deaths of Wilson and 
Booth were attributed to Charles 
(Pretty Boy) Floyd, at that time 
the nation’s public enemy num.

Each trooper took an 
oath to track down the mur- 
derers. 

Casteel sent two of his men 
disguised as ‘‘Okies’’ into Okla- 
homa to visit the known haunts 
of Floyd.

The elusive pair escaped into 
Illinois, but the FBI was right 
on their trail. A few days later, 
Richetti surrendered after a gun 
battle at Wellsville, O. The 
death of Floyd followed soon aft- 
er in a pistol fight in a farm 
yard near East Liverpool, O. 

For most persons, this closed 
the case in the deaths of Booth 
and Wilson. Maj. Lewis M 
Means, however, was not satis 
fied

Booth was the first of three 
troopers shot to death in line 
of duty. Troopers F. L. Walks 
er and V. O. Dosing were 
killed in separate tragedies in 
December 1941. At least 13 
other troopers have been 
wounded by criminals, Four 
patrol members have died in 
traific accidents, and four 
have been kidnaped. 


The patrol has the authority 
to enter any criminal case, but 
as a matter of policy has gen- 
erally waited for an invitation 
from a local police agency, 
which may not have the man- 
power, facilities or desire to 
track down a criminal. 

On many occasions the patrol 
has been called on for heip by 
county sheriffs, although there 
have been instances in which a 
sheriff did his best to keep state 
troopers out of his county. 

Despite the co-operation be- 
tween the patrol and local offi- 
cials, which has included per- 
mitting the local authorities to 
use the @tate’s extensive crime 
laboratory, efforts to expand 
the powers of the state agency 
have been bitterly opposed by 
many sheriffs, who are fearful 
the patrol may some. day usurp 
their power, 
list of criminal 
by the patrol is 
the primary function still 
enforce traffic laws. The 

have come when a 
rape killer is tracked 
down or a bank robber cape 
tured, but even today 75 per 
cent of the work of the patrol 
is concerned with traffic safety. 

Despite its many marked suc- 
cesses, the patrol has received 
its share of abuse—much of it 
from state legislators. Only re- 
luctantly did the General As- 
sembly authorize the patrol in 
the first place. Dire conse- 
quences were forecast by oppo- 
nents of the bill establishing the 
patrol. Putting an organization 
of “‘snoopers’’ on the highway, 
they said, especially in a day 
when prohibition was still in 
force, was pretty risky business. 

Bills to establish a state police 
department had been defeated 
several times during the 1920s 
and another was defeated early 
in the 1931 session. In April, 
1931, a second attempt sparked 
by Senators Russell L. Dear- 
mont of Cape Girardeau and 
J. G. Morgan of Unionville was 
made—this one successfully, 

Gov. Henry S. Caulfield vig- 
orously supported the bill, and 
this helped to overcome the op- 
position. 

The patrol originally was au- 
thorized to have 115 patrolmen

EVERY INDIVIDUAL and 
family described in the ‘100 
Neediest Cases’’ series has 
been vouched for by one or 
more of the 68 member agén- 
cies of the Health and Welfare 
Council participating in the 
Post-Dispatch Christmas Fund 
appeal. These ‘100 Neediest 
Cases” are taken from thou- 
sands on the rolls of the agen- 
Ciés. 

It will be noted in many 
cases that individuals and 
families are receiving various 
types of assistance. Many won- 
der why those who receive aid- 
to-dependent children, perma- 
nent and total disability, aid 
to the blind, general relief 
grants, or old-age assistance 
cannot live on their’ welfare 
allotments. 

Here are the facts: 

Those eligible for aid-to-de- 
pendent children cannot re- 
ceive more than $32 a month 
for the first child, $23 a month 
for each additional child, and 
a possible $32 ‘‘caretaker”’ al- 
lowance where one parent or

relative is solely responsible 
for the care of the children. 

A person who receives: old- 
age assistance, aid to. the 
blind or permanent and total 
disability can get no. more 
than $65 a month. Sole excep- 
tion is a recipient who is bed- 
fast, in which case no more 
than $100 a month can be paid 
for care. 

General relief, which is fi- 
nancial help to the unemploy- 
able who are not eligible for 
other forms of assistance, is 
limited to $65 a month.

ral relief grants. In services 
offered to the handicapped, 
Missouri ranks next to the bot- 
tom, forty-ninth among the 50 
states,

Riding ‘The Local’ Into Oblivion 


Mo Pac Train, Last Commuter in St. Louis, Will Make Final Run Friday

THE PACIFIC LOCAL, also 
known to its customers as The 
Kirkwood Eagle and The Pacific 
Eagle and to its train crew as 
The Plug, will go out of service 
Friday. 

By the cold rules of economics 
the Local is just another train 
knocked off the tracks bv the 
automobile. The Missouri Pacific 
management figures that 
year the Local took in $732 
and cost $68,892 
Friday the train will make its 
final run of 34 miles and 19 
stops, Pacific to St. Louis in the 
morning and return in the even- 
ing. The Missouri Pacific has 
been alone in the commuting 
business here since 1933, and 
the Local has been alone on the 
line since 1940 

No doubt some passengers wil! 
give it a good wake Friday 
evening and mourn it for a 
while. The train will be re. 
membered longer, and better. 
by the railroad line's veteran 
crewmen because among them 


the Local is a highly regarded 
run

As a sentimental bystander a 
man sorrowing to see the pas- 
Senger trains leave and never 
come back again, I rode the 
Local recently. | drove to Pacific 
and arrived at 5:30 am. The 
Mo Pac station at Pacific was 
dark. The train was standing be- 
side it, lights showing dimly in 
the three cars and in the single 
Diesel unit. 

The only other sign of life was 
in a small restaurant opposite 
the station. The restaurant opens 
early as a favor to the Local's 
four-man crew, providing them a 
place to get coffee for the road. 
A railroad man said the train 
would leave at 6:05 a.m., prompt. 
He said | could buy a ticket on 
board 

Engineer W. E 
the train underway at 6:05 
prompt. Brien has been on the 
Mo Pac 49 years and has been 
engineer of the Local 10 years. 
He made 19 stops without a lurch, 
19 starts without a jerk; he has 
an artist's silken touch on a 
throttle. His fireman, Jack 
Gibbs, was riding with a master. 

In the lead car, | sat down on 
a rear seat, across from the con- 
ductor, and put a business propo- 
sition to him. | asked to buy a 
round trip ticket, St. Louis and 
back to Pacific. The conductor, 
Clarence Mueller of Pacific, 
looked at me, curious but friend- 
ly. The brakeman, Forrest 
O’Brien of St. Louis, looked at 
me, curious but friendly. Two 
railroad men deadheading into 
St. Léuis turned half-around in 
their seats and looked at me, 
curious but friendly. 

“Buy a roundtrip ticket to St. 
Louis?’’ Mueller said. ‘Well .. I 
don't . . What's your name?” 

I told him. If that’s the way 
they run the railroad, screening 
strangers, there's probably a 
good reason for it. 


“Well, let’s see,” he said, 
and I realized he had been 
stalling for recovery-time from 
the shock. 

“I don’t sell round trip tick- 
ets, just one-way tickets, and 
that’s $1.60. No, $1.30. Oh, let 
me look it up and make sure.” 


Brien eased 


Mueller studied a handwritten 
Rate table. He said, “Uh-huh, 
$1.16 fare, 12 cents to the Fed- 
eral and 2 cents to the state, 
makes $1.30. See?’’ 

He offered me the rate book 
to check but I declined. Mueller 
has an honest face, and all the 
while he was tending to busi- 
ness, making change, he was 
trying to keep his honest face 
straight. What he. wanted to do 
was grin. The. humor of a 
stranger showing up on the Lo- 
cal at Pacific was almost too 
strong for his control. 

Mueller has been with the Mo 
Pac since April 1923. He first 
worked the local as a substitute 
in 1935 and was on the run again. 
as a substitute during an iliness 
of the regular conductor. I asked 
Mueller if he liked the Local 
duty. 

‘It's the best job on any rail- 
road west of the Mississippi,’ he 
said. The brakeman, O’Brien, 
nodded. 

“What makes it the best job? 

Mueller rubbed a thumb and 
forefinger together, the universal 
sign. ‘‘Money,”” he said. ‘‘Work 
five days, get paid for six. Make 
the run into St. Louis and you're 
free until the 5:25 return run 
from Union Station to Pacific. 
My home's Pacific, I'm home 
every night, and weekends. 
O'Brien, his home is in St. Louis. 
He goes home during the day, 
between the run in and back to 
Pacific.” 

Good for Mueller; bad luck for 
O’Brien. He’s left in Pacific 
without a way to commute. 

O'Brien said, “I stay in Pa- 
cific, week nights. Sunday night, 
I come out on No. 9, a freight. I 
put up Monday through Friday 
nights with the rest of the crew 
at the house of an elderly lady, 
Mrs. Margaret Straub. She's 
been putting up railroad men for 
years. Generally there'd be three 
of us staying at her place now 
but the fireman, Gibbs, he lives 
in St. Louis county and he drives 
out and back every day. Cutting 
off this train’s going to be tough 
on a lot of people in little ways, 
like Mrs. Straub. 

“A regular place to sleep 
nights means a lot to a railroad 
man; we'll miss this run. Takes 
a lot of seniority to get it. I've 
been on the Mo Pac since Oc- 
tober 1926.”

Engineer Brien’s touch, and the 
first real gathering-up of pas 
sengers took place. Mueller and 
O’Brien didn't have.time to talk 
after that. The magic*rites of 
railroading require’three punches 
to cancel a ticket. The sound of 
tickets punched, chop-chop-chop, 
became a beat as steady as the 
trucks over the rail joints. 

At Osage Hills a species of 
Vanishing American, a com- 
muter running across a’ golf 
course to catch his train, drew 
a cheer and an encouraging 
wave from Mueller standing 
on the coach steps. The vesti- 
bules of the cars are open, 
and extra-wide, giving the 
commuter a broad target to 
hit on the run. 


A party of four boarded and 
began their morning routine, a 
bridge game. At Webster 
Groves, Capt. Donald T. Wright, 
publisher of the Waterways 
Journal, boarded and extended 
a welcome to his train, the Pa 
cific Local. Capt. Wright has 
been riding it since May 2, 1930. 

‘“That’s the day I moved to 
Webster Groves,’ he said. ‘I 
moved to Webster Groves be- 
cause of the train, and chose a 
house equally convenient both to 
the Frisco and the Missouri Pa- 
cific. I'm going to try to be phil- 
osophic about it and make the 
best of the bus after Dec. 15.”’ 


The Local! rolled on, meeting 
its schedule. Engineer Brien 
brought it in according to time- 
table. 7:43 am. Brakeman 
O’Brien went home to South St. 
Louis for the day. ‘Conductor 
Mueller went to the Railroad 
Y.M.C.A, One of the Local's re- 
tired .veterans, Henry Huneke, 
lives there. Huneke was with 
the road 55 years. He first rode 
the Local in 1890 as a candy- 
butcher. 

The Missouri Pacific is 
certain of the Local's age. The 
line began operations in 1853 
and in 1873 there was a train, 
The Kirkwood Accommodation, 
running a schedule approximate- 
ly that of the present Loca!.

They are ap- 
pointed on a bipartisan basis t 
keep polit tics at a minimum in 
governing its poli 


Criticisms of the patrol have 
ranged from being called a po- 
litical clique to being accused 
of exceeding its power. Un- 
like police agencies in other 
states, the patrol is not an in- 
dependent body but under the 
direct control of the governor. 
He appoints and can remove 
the superintendent, and in 
most cases the patrol must 
abide by his wishes. 


Consequently, when he directs 
an unpopular investigation, the 
patrol has no choice but to ac- 
cept the criticism which follows. 

Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, pres- 
ent superintendent, can _ boast, 
however, that never once has 
there been a reasonable com- 
plaint of corruption or incom- 
petence within the organization. 

Waggoner, who has been pa- 
trol superintendent longer than 
any other man, is somewhat typ- 
ical of the average patrolman. 
During his days as trooper be- 
tween 1937 and 1945, he was shot 
at once, was beaten once and 
had his pride seriously wounded 
when slapped by a woman as 
he was closing a tavern. 

The experience clearest in his 
mind, however, was making out 
a report of an automobile acci- 
dent near Fort Leonard Wood in 
World War II. In that accident, | 
14 persons were killed, the larg- 
est toll ever taken in a motor 
vehicle accident in this state.

Peck’s Bad Boy of TV

NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (AP) 
IF HIS CHROMOSOMES had 
been only slightly rearranged— 
such is the narrow margin of 
history—Jack Harold Paar might 
now be garden editor of the New 
York Times. 

But fate being fate, Jack Paar 
presides instead over a TV con- 
gregation of insomniacs who 
watch him between their toes, 
has sponsors paying a reported 
$12,000,000 a year to the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. and, i 
the push and pull of unfolding 
history, has proved his country’s 
humblest elder statesman. since 
Arthur Godfrey lectured the na- 
iON ON air strategy. 

Reaching those heights, Jack 
Paar has again fulfilled the old 
American dream that yesterday's 
most common citizen may be 
tomorrow s most uncommon suc- 
cess. Leaving these heights —

While Hollywood Burns 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9. 

TODAY AMERICAN MOYWIES are being made every- 
where in the world, it sometimes seems, except Hollywood. 
Hollywood doesn’t like it much. Its unions are wailing to 
Washington to bring the boys home by ending the tax exemp- 
tion loopholes and the movie producers retort that if they’re 
not allowed to make pictures abroad, American picture pro- 
duction is finished. So there you are. 

The great. argument for making pictures abroad, which 
you are at liberty to belie’ 1 like, is that the producers 
are looking for: authenticit: kerounds ‘rather than tax 
exemptions. This is TE h lovely malarkey. 
Frankly, I don’t tain it's the authenticity of the backgrounds 
that attracts me to the movies or anyone else to the movies 
but the strangeness of ‘the back ounds, Or to put 
way, hink people go to the movies—even on the highest 
levels and for the loftiest moviés—to escape and that they 
find messages or meanings or stimulations that the authors 
and producers never inte

When I first came to New York 25 years ago, 
Irish dramatists were having a great intellectual 
vogue on the American stage. Some character was 
always a-cryin’: ‘‘Wisht, will ye stare an’ droop an’ 
die without a dream?” I remember “Shadow and 
Substance” by Paul Vincent Carroll with Cedric Hard- 
wicke was the rage for all the wrong reasons or, at 
any rate, for different reasons than the author, I'm 
convinced, intended. 


IT WAS A PLAY about the power of simple faith, but its 
great attraction in America, I think, was the strangeness and 
remoteness and differentness of an Irish village like Ard- 
mahone. The author intended one message; we get another. 


I love foreign movies—Italian, French, Swedish— 
but all for reasons that would probably horrify the 
authors and the producers. I saw an Italian movie 
the other day called “‘From a Roman Balcony,” not a 
terribly good one, but the impact, the message, over 
here must be almost exactly opposite that which its 
authors, Alberto Moravia and Pier Paolo Pasolini, 
intended. | 


> IT’S A TALE of an impoverished Italian boy going out to 
look for work and finding a great deal of sex but no job. 
But here, those distant Roman streets, those willowy Roman 
girls, even the soft language give the fable a romantic, mske- 
believe, adult/Peter Pan quality. Pure make-believe. 

I'm a helnless admirer of Ingmar Bergman's movies and 
I use helpless in the sense that I cannot explain this 
ation beyond saying that he constantly surprises me. I don’t 
know what the characters are going to say next (and I sure 
do about Hollywood movies) or what the cameras are going 
to reveal next. 


There’s a strangeness about the faces, and the Swedish 
reaction to their own landscapes, even the quality of sunlight. 
Well, I’m escaping, I suppose, from American sunlight, 
Americafi faces, Americam reaction. I was bemused to dis- 
cover when I was in Sweden last summer that a good many 
Swedish intellectuals consider Bergman an artistic fraud. He 
means one thing to them, ‘another to me, just as American 
Westerns mean something quite different in Bangkok (where 
they're popular) than they do here. 

And this is why it’s going to be awfully difficult to bring 
our wandering movie producers home. Abroad, they’re find- 
Ing not only tax exemptions but make-believe—and that’s 
what sells tickets.

THE CROWDS BETOKEN CHRISTMAS 
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City's Last 
COMMUTER TRAIN 
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By WAYNE LEEMAN of the Post-Dispatch Staff 

HIFTING patterns of public transportation and 

the tremendous ascendancy of the private 
automobile have taken their toll of the area's 
last commuter train, the local on the Missouri 
Pacific Lines between St. Louis and Pacific. The 
old stand-by is scheduled to make its final run 
next Friday. So ends an era of 100-years dura- 
tion as distinctive as steamboating, gas lights 
and old-style trolley cars, which also succumbed 
to changing times. 

At its peak in about 1920, more than 30 
strictly commuter trains used Union Station to ‘ 
carry an estimated 2,500,000 passengers a year * 
to-and-from their suburban homes. At one time 
“accommodation” trains on the Missouri Pacific 
ran to Kirkwood, Washington, Creve Coeur Lake, 
Carondelet, DeSoto and Arcadia.

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The commuter trains became the locale for 
burgeoning friendships, occasional romance, 
and comradeship that continued until the end. 
At least one station, Webster Park, that served 
large homes on large properties, stood for years 
as the St. Louis area equivalent to the South- 
ampton, Westchester and Main Line stations of 
the eastern United States. 

By 1933, better roads and more automobiles 
had struck their weakening blows. Both the 
Frisco and Wabash were out of the commuter 
business in that year. The Missouri Pacific, with 
a somewhat greater traffic density, kept on at 
a reduced scale, dropping down to one train in 
1940. As the only one of its kind, it moved on 
borrowed time for 2] years, became probably 
the best publicized train using Union Station. 

Heading the list of mourners at its demise 
are the remaining 205 regular passengers and 
at least four times that number of “foul weather 
friends” who looked to the local for a quick trip 
home on the occasion of paralyzing weather 
conditions or a transit strike. As one old-timer 
said sadly in an advance memorial, “Life may 
go on but it will never be the same.”

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The Pacific local became 
the only commuter train in 
the St. Louis area on July 
23, 1940, the day after a fire 
destroyed the main switch 
control tower for Union 
Station.

Decline in patronage is 
marked by an_ individual 
ticket transaction outside the 
gate at Union Station where 
an impatient line of com- 
muters often stood in the past. 
In asking authority to drop 
the run, the Missouri Pacific 
said passengers dropped from 
149,119 in 1956 to 104,030 last 
year with revenue of $32,- 
770 against costs of $68,892.

Once UPON A TIME Christmas 
trees remained green—the way na- 
ture made them. But man, in his de- 
sire to improve on nature, defies tra-

White, for its ap- 
pearance of snow, has been a long- 
requested color. Also in demand 
are trees in pink, blue, turquoise, 
aqua, chartreuse, orange and gold.

BRIEF INTERLUDE of hell in the air began for First Lieu- 
tenant Edward Methot when his F-100 Super Sabre jet 
caught fire after taking off from the Air Force Base at Niagara 
Falls, N.Y. Quickly the lone pilot elected to fly his flaming 
plane past the heavily populated downtown area of Niagara 
Falls which is in the normal take-off pattern. 

Turning from his westerly course, the cool-headed lieu- 
tenant flew into the Niagara River gorge, north of the famous 
cataracts, and past the main plant of the new Niagara Power 
Project on the American side of the river. Then, with his 
plane aimed at a turn in the gorge wall and with no effective 
control left but the rudder, Methot bailed out, parachuted to 


safety. 

The pilotless plane, at an estiniated speed of 200 miles 
per hour, roared miraculously (photo above) through a “V” 
formed by framework of the Lewiston-Queenston Internation- 
al Bridge, now under construction, missing 15 steelworkers 
who were on top of the scaffolding arch. careening jet 
continued another 500 feet before it slammed into the side of 
the rocky gorge at the point indicated on photo at right. A 
wheel and other parts of the disintegrated plane are strewn 
on roadway. Other parts sank in the 100-foot-deep river. This 
spot is about seven miles below Niagara Falls.

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Grows Higher, Tighter

BRANDENBURG GATE, ornament of a proud pre-war 
Berlin, later the major crossing point in a divided city, 
stands in the dismal isolation marking its new status as a re- 
doubt in the cold war. Jutting around it is a section of the 
wall that East Germany has been erecting and strengthening 
since late summer, a barrier increasingly high and difficult to 
breach. 

With the closing of Brandenburg in August, 12 other por- 
tals were left to carry a reduced and controlled flow of traffic 
between East and West Berlin. Only seven remained last 
week, checkpoints bristling with Communist military power. 
To them, to tighten traffic screws still further, Red authorities 
brought new squads of workmen to reinforce the barriers.

Pressure mounted at six of the seven checkpoints, where 
West Berlin residents and West Germans cross the line; it 
reached a new peak of tension at Friedrichstrasse in the 
United States zone, where Allied personnel and other for- 
eigners cross.

United States military movements, United States and Commu- 
nist fighting men, in full battle trim, faced each other at close 
quarters.

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Brrore Russ1a’s first space explorers 
take their place in history alongside 
the pioneers of the past, they must clear 
up a few questions for historians. For 
their blast-off into orbit has also 
launched some rumors and mysteries 
as disquieting as have ever beset a sci- 
entific conquest. 

Is it true, for instance, that Yuri 
Gagarin actually was the first man to 
leave the earth’s atmosphere and re- 
turn again after a fast whirl around the 
world? This question has been raised 
by no less than Lt. Col. John Powers, 
spokesman for America’s astronauts. 
He suggested: “There have been so 
many inconsistencies in the report by 
Gagarin in connection with program 
details as to lend doubt as to whether 
he was the guy who went into orbit.” 


Quick-Change Act 


And what about Gherman Titov, 
the second Soviet spaceman? One eye- 
witness reported Titov took off in an 
orange-colored space suit; but another 
witness who saw him land 25 hours 
later claimed he was wearing blue 
coveralls. Did he change suits in flight? 

The doubts about his feat have been 
whispered even behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. In the satellite countries, for 
instance, Titov was the butt of recent

jokes. Sample: In the privacy of his 
home after his triumphant return from 
space, Titov was confronted by his wife 
who asked: “Now that we're alone, 
honey, where did vou spend that 
night?”. 

To add to the mystery, the Soviet 
Embassy here abruptly withdrew a 
movie of Titov in orbit ten minutes 
before it was scheduled to be shown to 
the Maryland Academy of Sciences. 
What was it that the Russians didn’t 
want American scientists to see? 


Snores in Space 
Some medics are also mystified by 


Titov’s announced ability to sleep and 
wake up by self-command. And what 
about the minor illnesses and accidents 
which reportedly have plagued both 
Gagarin and Titov since their historic 
flights? 

Obviously, such questions cast a 
cloud over one of man’s greatest 
achievements. Was it a true achieve- 
ment? To get the answer, PARADE has 
gone to the experts, the American scien- 
tists and military men who have closely 
analyzed the Gagarin-Titov flights. 
Here is what they say: 

Beyond any doubt, men were aboard 
both space capsules. Their heartbeats 
and respiration were actually picked 
up by our sensitive tracking equipment. 
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The intercepted information agreed 
completely with the announcement put 
out by Moscow. In the case of Titov’s 
Hight, we confirmed that television 
cameras were operating inside the cap- 
sule but couldn't intercept the pictures. 

True, there were inconsistencies in 
the Russian reports of Gagarin’s land- 
ing. But our experts. suspect that the 
Russians deliberately scrambled the 
facts to disguise the landing technique. 

As for Titov’s suit of alternating 
colors, the available evidence indicates 
he wore an orange-colored space suit 
but carried blue coveralls which he 
pulled on later. 

What about the case of the canceled 
movie? Westerners who saw it in Mos- 
cow claimed the photography was poor 
and the propaganda thick. Probably 
the Soviet Embassy here simply .de- 
cided at the last minute that it would 
make a poor impression. 

To explain Titov’s ability to control 
his sleep, newspapers have speculated 
that he may have been hypnotized or 
may have used drugs. But our experts 
believe he simply had been trained to 
sleep and awaken without regard for 
night and day. They point out that 
Soviet scientists have been studying 
how to counteract the psychological ef- 
fect of not having a day-night cvcle. 


Still in Good Health 


.Although both Gagarin and Titov 
have canceled public appearances be- 
cause of minor injuries and illnesses, 
our space medics don’t think the flights 
were damaging to their health. It isn't 
likely that they would have been 
healthy one day, sick the next, then 
healthy the next as Gagarin and Titov 
have been. 

Our experts concede that the Ga- 
garin-Titov flights will go down in his- 
tory in red letters—unhappily, with a 
capital “R”. But our astronauts, not 
far behind, may yet win the race to 
the moon. *

What are Adoif Eichmann’s last words to the wife 
who had kept his terrible secret? To his sons who had 
thought him their uncle? 

Since his dramatic capture by Israeli commandos, 
Eichmann has written only rarely to his family in 
Buenos Aires. These personal letters, which the over- 
lord of the Nazi gas chambers signed simply “Your 
Papa,” have been given exclusively to PARADE. 

What advice does he have for the sons who carry 
on the name he has made infamous? Does he feel any 
twinge of conscience? Now that he is at the mercy of 
those to whom he showed no mercy, does he complain

about his treatment? What is his philosophy as he 
awaits his fate? 

Here are the answers in Eichmann’s own words to 
his family. 

He calls upon his boys to “be brave and stick to- 
gether like cement.” 

He admonishes his wife, Vera, to keep out of debt: 
“[ had a further thought that you might be forced one 
day to borrow money. I warn you not to do that, never 
lend money and never borrow money.” 

He reminisces about his last Easter at home: “I 
think in silent joy of our Easter celebration when 
Hasi [his pet name for his 5-year-old Argentina-born 
son, Ricardo} again and again busily looked for Easter 
eggs and then gave them to his m&ma. Little Hasi 
laughed and laughed and was excited over such a 
good Easter rabbit. In this way, a human being lives 
in joys of the past, like drinking from a spring which 
never runs dry.” 


‘| Never Have Killed’ 


Ironically, the man who callously marked six mil- 
lion Jews for death now rails against the unfairness of 
his own accusers. 

He declares his innocence to his loved ones: “On 
the eve of my monster trial, I will repeat once again: 
| assure you by the eternal peace of my dead parents 
and of my late father-in-law, their fathers as well as 
our brothers killed in the war, that I: (a) never have 
killed; (b) never have given a command for killing.” 

He whines about the accusations: “I cannot defend 
myself against lies and falsifications, against discrimi- 
nation and meanness.” He complains that prison 
authorities won't let him wear clothes from home. 

He claims to be unconcerned about his fate, at 
peace with himself: “Rarely was there an accused 
man who regarded his immediate fate with as little 
concern as I do. Rarely was there an accused man who 
has had to take as little refuge in lying and betrayal 
as I have. I really praise the quietness of my imprison- 
ment. This has to me the value of gold.” 

As the world now knows, after World War Il 
Adolf Eichmann escaped from Germany to Argentina 
where his neighbors knew him as meek Ricardo 
Klement. His family followed in July 1952. Sons 
Klaus, Horst and Dieter, who had seen little of him 
as children, accepted their mother’s explanation that 
he was their uncle. 

The flop-eared, long-nosed German fugitive worked 
at mediocre jobs, built a modest home and occupied 
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Squinting at his work, Adolf Eichmann writes in his prison cell. He helped prepare his own legal briefs. 


himself working around the house, reading quasi- 
scientific articles, painting landscape scenes, and play- 
ing the violin. 

Occasionally, he would sing Nazi marching songs, 
boast that he had never gone back on his Nazi oath. 
But he was careful to say nothing that would give 
away his true identity even to his boys. 

Writing from his cell, he still boasts of his loyalty 
to the SS. “Several persons asked me in Israel, and 
especially the interrogating captain of the Israeli 
police,” he relates, “whether I have been a good SS 
officer. I answered this question: ‘I have done my 
duty, and I was obedient to the orders of my superior 
SS generals. I was always conscious of my vow which I 
have sworn to the flag. As an SS lieutenant-colonel, 
my honor called for as much loyalty as that of every 
last SS man.’ 


‘1 Will Not Bargain’ 


“I have kept this vow until exactly May 8, 1945, 
and not one day less,” the letter continues. “If that 
which I have done according to my vow to the flag 
during the war and which I was obligated to do is pun- 
ishable today, then I will not bargain. Then I have to 
take the consequences as a former SS officer.” 

On his last birthday, March 19, Eichmann used his 
attorney, Dr. Robert Servatius, to relay a message to 
his family. He dictated the words to Dr. Servatius who 
typed them. This letter complained about clothes. 

“I thank you very sincerely, for sending me a suit; 
shoes, etc. I am sorry to report that these great ex- 
penses were completely for nothing because the 
authorities here have not given permission for me to 
wear your things. I have received all the necessary 
clothing here for the trial from official authorities.” 


angry accusations against him, he wrote his family: 

“On the eve of the beginning of my trial, I wish 
to speak once more to all my loved ones. First I thank 
all of you for your sincere greetings which have really 
given me much joy. If I had needed reinforcement, 
they would have done it.” 

He writes about Easter, then continues: “I send my 
thanks for the greetings and kisses to Horst, to Klaus, 
Dieter, Hasi, to my dear Monica ( Klaus’ daughter ), 
to my dear Elvira (then Horst’s fiancée, now his 
wife ) and to my beloved Mama. I also send my thanks 
for their greetings and for their thinking of me to my 
dear brothers and sisters.” 

Of his trial, he writes bitterly: “I think that the 
sensations and lying propaganda around my person 
will suffer a defeat in this trial independent of how the 
trial might end. One certainly does not know how far 
certain notorious twisters of the truth will be able to 
twist my own words right from my mouth.” 


Biand Attitude 


As Eichmann listened to the sickening evidence 
against him, his bland attitude was reflected in a letter 
he wrote his family on June 10. “Seldom has there 
been an accused man,” he prates, “who could say that 
the court as well as the accusations were the very op- 
posite of distasteful to him.” 

This letter contains a personal paragraph for his 
eldest son: “Dear Klaus, Martita expects a baby, and 
I think much of all of you and hope that everything 
will come out well.

Take a good look at your husband today. Sure, he’s a dream 


and a darling. But ask yourself this question: How much 


is he really worth to you? Is he worth, say, $1,150 a week? 


This is the type of perplexing problem that recently

When her husband Eddie Fisher 
fell in love with Elizabeth Taylor and asked for a 
divorce, Debbie made him pay through the nose: an 
alimony of $1,250 a month plus a percentage of his 
earnings, their $125,000 home, support payments for 
the two children of $4,500 a month—all this despite 
the fact that she was earning more money than he. 
But then on-scene entered Harry Karl, a millionaire, 
the inheritor of a nationwide chain of shoe stores, a 
former husband of actress Marie MacDonald, a philan- 
thropist who has both gambled and given away money 
as if it were going out of style in the morning. 

Addicted to life in the movie colony, Karl proposed 
marriage to Debbie, who miraculously recovered from 
a broken heart, quickly gave up her alimony from 
Fisher, and said, “Yes.” 

Not too long ago Karl bought a beautiful home in 
Beverly Hills for $110,000, had it razed to. the 
ground so that he and Debbie could build on the same 
lot another structure more suited to their cultured 
taste. This will give you a small idea of how much 
money Karl has. 

Catches like Karl, however, are rare for divorcees, 
most of whom are in their forties or fifties. In many 
cases these women are victims of their alimony in that 
these sizable payments deter them from making a 
fresh start in life.

“Functionally the new shoe will benefit the body by 
offering proper balance, better locomotion and the oppor- 
tunity to use muscles that have not been used in a long 
time,” Dr. Lewy predicts. 

While ladies are now blissful about their freedom to move 
their toes, it’s not comfort but elegance that is directing them 
toward the shoe stores. 

There are also those die-hards who like high heels no 
matter what the high fashion girls are wearing. 

One young lady in a shoe store said, “I think the low heel 
is wonderful, but that’s because I’m expecting a baby. | 
don’t care for the style otherwise. It’s clumsy-looking.” 

Another girl remarked, “I have long skinny feet, which 
sales people say is aristocratic. What they really mean is that 
they can’t fit me. These new shoes make my feet look shorter 
and while I don’t like low heels, I’m going to buy them 
anyway. I like to be in style.” 

A fellow we know who appreciates a nice ankle won't 
let his wife buy the new fashion. “I like women in high heels. 
It makes their legs more graceful. If my wife wants to wear 
those low-heel shoes, she can—when I'm not around.” (She 
does, toting them to work with her in a bag. )

moved us all to Los Angeles where he opened 
a travel bureau. [| went to school in Los 
Angeles, took dancing lessons there at Nico

age American girl. So when I got this oppor- 
tunity to work in Vegas, only 300 miles from 
my home town, I grabbed it. 

“The Philippines have been verv kind to 
me; the people have adopted me. as one of 
their own.

Santiago, who asked me if I'd like to star in a 
movie.
